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Britain’s War-time Lead in Radio Applied 


to Peace-time Industry

HE immense strides made by Britain in radio 

and its allied trades during the war years are 

demonstrated at the first Radiolympia since 1939, 
which opened at Olympia, London, on Wednesday. 
As nearly all the exhibitors were engaged on radio 
ork for the national effort from 1939 to 1945, the 
mphasis is on the adaptation of war-time discoveries 
md developments to peace-time needs. This is 
warticularly noticed in the section devoted to elec- 
ronics, although naturally many improvements are 
uso seen in the domestic radio receiver field. 
The electronics section, based on the theme ‘‘ Elee- 
ons at Work and Play,’’ demonstrates the industrial 
wes of electrons and their application to communica- 
tions and navigational aids. The 
section is a joint contribution by 
members of the Radio Communication 
and Electronic Engineering Association, and has not 
¥en seen previously at Radiolympia, which before 
the war was primarily an exhibition of domestic 
ndio. 
The practice of industrial electronics may be 
lescribed as developing techniques which are essen- 
ally suited to production line processes and to the 
mpid counting, sorting and inspection of manu- 
vactured products. In nearly every case electronic 
‘quipment can be made fool-proof and either works 
iutomatically or can be operated by semi-skilled 
mbour. The examples on view reflect the high 
andards for which British radio has become 
Well known. 
Electronics are playing an ever-widening part in 
the industrial field. For example, methods are shown 
of high-frequency heating which employ equipment

losely resembling radio transmitters with similar 


alves, components and circuits. The radio energy 
8 concentrated and has been found to provide quick 


and clean heat treatment processes for metals, 
plastics, laminated woods and other similar materials. 
During the war, one well-known aircraft used glued 
wood construction and this was 
only made possible by the tech- 
nique of high-frequency heating. 
Thus industrial electronics helped to achieve victory 
in the war, and their contribution to peace-time 
processes is expected to be of equal importance. 

Of particular interest to the textile industry is a 
yarn breakage detector which gives warning by sight 
and sound to the operative if a thread is broken in 
weaving. On the same stand is an electronic cloth- 
guiding device for use in feeding a roll of cloth into a 
processing machine.

firm is showing a 22-valve electronic 
decimal counting machine, which, it is claimed, 
counts with complete accuracy up to 
a million. There is a new type of 
panel for resistance welding control, 
and an electronic timer. Another electronic instru- 
ment timber for the amount of moisture it 
contains. 

Many stands have working models showing develop- 
ments of electronic science which are expected to 
play an increasing part in changing the face and 
improving the efficiency and production of industry 
in the future. 

One stand shows a complex model railway system 
with entirely automatic control by means of photo- 
electric cells. Three model trains run on a track 
laid out with sidings, signals, level crossings and 
swing bridges. The trains are started by a switch, 
but subsequently they operate entirely automatically 
—accelerating, slowing down, stopping at signals, 
starting up again, running into the sidings, uncoupling 
and re-marshalling in a required sequence. This

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exhibit is attracting many visitors. Its underlying purpose 
is to demonstrate the immense possibilities of electronic- 
control devices in industry and the public services. 

One of a series of instruments developed for war 
purposes is an infra-red telescope, which enables objects 
which are in complete darkness to be seen clearly. 

There is an interesting demonstration of ultrasonics— 
the science of sound beyond hearing. It has been found that 
vibrations far beyond audibility can be produced. Visitors 
can see, for instance, vibrations being led to a quartz 
crystal immersed in oil. The crystal follows the oscillations 
with a movement which sends ultrasonic power throbbing 
through the oil. It is inaudible, but its energy may be 
many thousands of times the output of a domestic loud- 
speaker. Ultrasonics to-day has its uses in testing and 
research. It can be used to detect cracks in castings. 

Visitors will also be able to see a vibration table, which 
reproduces conditions encountered by equipment used in 
aircraft, ships and vehicles generally. The equipment can 
thus be tested beforehand under conditions simulating those 
encountered in practice. An important feature of the 
apparatus is the stroboscopic light attachment which allows 
the movement of the equipment being tested to be seen 
in slow motion. 

Among other features of the Electronics Section is a 
machine which records the electrical activity of the human 
brain. 


Radar Developments 


The many and varied uses of radar—the war-time develop- 
ment of radio in which Britain led the world—are fully 
represented in interesting exhibits. Among the achieve- 
ments were the detection of U-boats, the location of raiding 
enemy aircraft, the guiding of our own ’planes on to enemy 
targets, and the control of anti-aircraft fire and searchlights. 
Radar principles were also applied to aid navigation in the 
air and on the sea, and this opened up an entirely new sphere 
of usefulness for radar in times of peace. 

Soon after war ended, many merchant ships were equipped 
with Naval radar sets, and British factories are now produc- 
ing new and improved equipment for fitting to merchant 
ships and to civil aircraft. The most striking advantage of 
British radar is the use of the three centimetre wavelength 
which clearly defines every solid surface object to within 
50 yards of an aerial. Another advantage of British sets 
is that they are designed for simple cuntrul by the navigating 
officer without the help of an operator. Shore radar 
now enables harbour authorities to see not only the move- 
ment of the ships in the port, but also what is happening for 
10 or 12 miles out to sea. 

In the air, many peace-time applications have been found 
for radar, and for the various navigational aids developed 
from it. Britain leads the world in radio equipment for 
airfield traffic control and specialized radar equipment 
designed to help the safety of aircraft flying at night and 
in bad weather, such as storms and fog. 


Safety in the Air 


The Ministry of Civil Aviation exhibit is based on the 
theme of ‘‘ Safety in the Air.” It reproduces a Civil 
Aviation Area Control Room, and provides a live demon- 
stration of what is actually happening to civil aircraft in 
flight at the time. The activities of the Control Room are 
depicted on a large map plan of Southern England, so that 
visitors to the stand, who can hear the spoken and morse 
messages handled by the Control staff, can trace for them- 
selves the movements of aircraft in and out of the London 
traffic region. Current weather reports from airfields in the 
London area are shown. This is the first time the Ministry 
has featured at a public exhibition in London since its 
creation just over a year ago. 

The Ministry of Supply stand also has a radar exhibit. 
On the air side the models illustrate the development of 
radar apparatus for detecting aircraft, and include a ‘‘ Battle 
of Britain ” airborne radio communication set contrasted 
with one of the latest type, and a working model of a radar 
navigational aid. On the land side there is a radar fire- 
contro] apparatus, and a demonstration of the Army 
No. 10 wireless set, which enables eight separate two-way 
telephone conversations to be carried on simultaneously, 
and gave Britain a lead in centimetre wavelength technique. 
It was on this apparatus that Mr. Churchill and Field-Marshal 
Montgomery used to talk while the latter was on the field 
of battle. 

There are also exhibits of a wide range of marine radar 
designed for installation in every size and type of vessel. 
Another exhibit shows radar equipment for marine work 
developed to meet the Ministry of Transport specification, 
and special radar test equipment. 
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Radio Communications 


On the communications side there are exhibits by the 
cable companies, including one where the stand ig jp 
wireless communication with the Barbados. The public 
can send and receive messages. At the same stand, there 
is the first demonstration in a national exhibition of radio. 
phototelegraphy, showing how pictures can now be sent by 
radio. Another exhibit is a high-speed photo-electric 
transmitter, sending messages at 1,000 words per minute 
—ten times the speed of normal public speaking. 

Another section of the communications demonstration 
shows specimens of the latest types of submarine cable 
and the equipment used to operate the systems in action, 

The G.P.O. has a stand displaying its many activities, 
particularly in the realms of radio communication. A part 
of the exhibit is devoted to the work of the research depart- 
ment in radio and allied fields. The display includes fe. 
quency inverter apparatus used largely during the war to 
ensure secrecy in telephone communication. An apparatus 
known as the submerged repeater enables the speech carrying 
capacity of submarine cables to be substantially increased 
and the quality improved. Another achievement of Post 
Office engineering research is the quartz crystal clock, 
accurate to a 10,000th part of a second and now used at 
Greenwich. 

A popular exhibit with the public is the stand on which 
Scotland Yard is demonstrating the use of wireless in the 
‘* Flying Squad” cars. A control map, showing the 
movements of the cars by means of coloured counters, is 
kept moving as the visitors to the stand dial ‘‘ 999” 
and call up the cars. 


Domestic Radio 


In the domestic radio section the design of the stands is an 
attractive feature of the main aisles. The emphasis on the 
lay-out and design of the stands is very noticeable and, 
combined with the clean and well-designed lines of the 
radio and television sets, should impress overseas buyers 
with Britain’s determination to capture markets to help 
towards the £1,000,000-a-month export target set for the 
radio industry in the Government’s latest export drive. 

One firm which makes wireless equipment for ships, 
among them the ‘‘ Queen Elizabeth,’ has designed its 
stand as a replica of this vessel. Another stand is a complete 
model of a modern all-electric radio receiver in maroon and 
white, and yet another has its receivers in a cream setting 
reminiscent of a Greek temple. 

There have been no very revolutionary changes in sound 
and television receivers since the last exhibition, but there 
are improvements in technical design and in outward 
appearance. For instance, manufacturers had to find ways 
of making radio equipment for the Services which was less 
bulky, lighter in weight, but more robust and reliable in 
performance under exceedingly strenuous conditions. 
Receivers are more compact, more are made for all-wave 
reception, many more are equipped with band spread and 
other aids to short-wave tuning. Particular attention has 
been paid by many manufacturers to sets which are suitable 
for all kinds of climates—wet and dry; and tuning dials 
are printed in the languages of the country in which they 
are made to sell. 

Television receivers have also improved in performance, 
appearance and in compactness. 

The smallest receiver in the show is probably a 4-valve 
battery superhet receiver with loudspeaker, which is 
complete in a case a little larger than a folding camera. 
The largest is probably the de-luxe walnut veneered set, 
designed to fill the wall of an average room, which houses 4 
combined radio and television receiver and automatic 
radiogram. <A feature is made of the small coloured 
‘* bedside ’’ sets, and there is use of plastic finishes for the 
brightly-coloured compact receivers to match colour schemes 
of rooms. 

One novelty is a three-part set, which also acts as a kind 
of domestic ‘‘inter-com.” On the main receiving set 
in the living room it is possible to speak to an extension 1D 
the kitchen and in the nursery, and to hear sounds in those 
rooms as well, so that anxious mothers can be reassured as 
to the baby’s welfare while listening to their favourite 
programme. 

Press-button tuning and remote-control tuning are also 
available on receivers. 

A special section of the exhibition has been set aside for 
the reception of overseas visitors. The Department of

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New Aids to Efficiency in 
Business 


N these days when the utmost productive effort is so 

vital to the life of the nation the Business Efficiency 

Exhibition now being held in the Empire Hall, Olympia, 
london, is of considerable significance and practical value 
to industry. The exhibition demonstrates effectively the 
wpid and extensive progress that has been made in the 
war and post-war period in mechanical aids to office and 
ministrative organization. Arranged by the Office 
Appliance Trades Association, it was opened to the public 
on Wednesday and will remain open each weekday until 
Saturday, October 11. 

More than half a million pounds worth of office equipment 
jg on view at the eighty stands. There are electrically 
operated mechanical ledgers, automatic book-keeping 
machines, the latest adding machines, dictating machines, 
continuous stationery, silent typewriters, automatic card- 
index systems, and many other devices for promoting 
mooth and swift working in administrative and executive 
iffices. 

The exhibition covers a considerably larger floor space 
than when it was last held in 1938. Its purpose is not so 
much to sell the many new devices shown, but to demon- 
strate the notable progress achieved in this field of industry 
and to indicate the aids that are becoming available not 
oly to the large concern but to the man in a small way of 
business. Mechanical methods can be used to import speed, 
accuracy and efficiency in almost every form of office work. 
Although the primary aim of the many devices is not labour- 
saving they do nevertheless make labour available for other 
work. 

Considerable emphasis is placed on the use of continuous 
stationery and automatic book-keeping. As an example, 
a electric typewriter gives thirty clear copies of a letter 
or document. Although an operator of the machine takes 
three or four months to train it is found that results amply 
justify the time involved. Copy and carbon paper are on 
a continuous roll, as in a miniature roll of newsprint. 
Changes of copy and carbon paper are automatic. 

What may be termed a whispering telephone for inter- 
house or inter-departmental communication can _ be 
operated so that the conversation can be heard only by the 
particular person concerned. Advances in telephone 
reording enable entire telephone conversations to be 
reeorded on a dise for future reference. The instrument 
isalso found valuable as a means of eliminating waste of 
tine on the telephone by outside callers or staff. 

Calculating machines have been so developed that 
there is hardly a sum they cannot tackle or a group of 
figures they cannot analyse ; money, both coin and notes, 
tan be rapidly counted. A valuable time-saver is a punch- 
ard system which enables any group of cards to be ex- 
tracted quickly from a card-index, prolonged search for 
uaterial on particular subjects being avoided. Photo- 
gaphic record cameras and projectors take photographs in 
niniature and reproduce to any required size vast collections 
of documents with extreme rapidity—an extension of the 
microgram and Forces airgraph services developed exten- 
sively during the war. 

There are electric tabulating machines; fire-resisting 
wbinets ; office chairs made-to-measure—not luxurious but 
practical ; steel office equipment—tables, desks, chairs— 
vhich have no corners ; what is claimed to be the smallest 
lortable typewriter in the world, no higher than a matchbox, 
ut complete in all normal requirements, and an auto- 
\ypist which turns out letters at the rate of 120 words a 
iunute.

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New President of the 
Board of Trade 


T is announced from No. 10 Downing Street that Mr. 


Arthur Greenwood has tendered his resignation as 
Minister without Portfolio, and that the King has 


approved the following appointments :— 

Sir Stafford Cripps to be Minister for Economic Affairs ; 

Mr. James Harold Wilson to be President of the Board of 
Trade. 

The King has also approved that Mr. J. H. Wilson be a 
member of the Privy Council. 

Responsibility for co-ordinating economic policy has 
hitherto been divided. The Lord President of the Council, 
in addition to his other duties, has been responsible for 
co-ordinating domestic economic policy through a Committee 
of Ministers over which he presided. Overseas economic 
policy has been handled through a separate Committee. 

The present economic situation calls for a much closer 
integration of internal and external economic policy, and 
the Prime Minister now needs the assistance of a senior 
colleague who can give his undivided attention to our 
economic problems at home and abroad. 

The new Minister for Economic Affairs will be a Minister 
without Portfolio. It is not proposed to establish a 
Department after the pattern of the war-time Ministry of 
Production. He will have a small personal staff, and will 
have the assistance of the Central Economic Planning Staff, 
the Economic Information Unit and the Economic Section 
of the Cabinet Secretariat. 

There will be a new Ministerial Committee on economic 
planning whose scope will cover the major issues of both 
internal and external economic policy. In view of the 
gravity of the present economic situation the Prime Minister 
will himself preside over this Committee for the time being. 

The Lord President of the Council will remain Deputy 
Prime Minister and Leader of the House of Commons, and 
will continue to exercise co-ordinating functions in other 
than economic matters. He will also take over the duties 
hitherto discharged by Mr. Arthur Greenwood. 

Mr. J. H. Wilson, who has been Secretary for Overseas 
Trade since early this year, will become a member of the 
Cabinet. 


Imports of Wool Hand-Knitting 
Yarn 


The Board of Trade announced in Notice to Importers 
No. 259, dated August 15, 1947, (see page 1442 of the 
Board of Trade Journal of August 23), that they were 
prepared under certain conditions to consider applications 
for licences to import wool hand-knitting yarn. This 
Notice is now cancelled by the issue of Notice to Importers 
No. 265, and attention is drawn to the amended paragraph 
1 below. The conditions under which licences will be issued 
for these yarns are now as follows :— 

(1) Applications for imports of wool hand-knitting yarn 
intended for home consumption will be considered 
provided the yarns are of a type which manufacturers 
in the United Kingdom are permitted to make and 
that they will be sold to reach the public at prices 
not exceeding the retail prices charged for home 
manufactured yarns of comparable quality. 
Applications will also be entertained, without any 
stipulation as to type and price, for consignments 
of wool hand-knitting yarn intended for total re- 
export from bonded warehouse or for total export 
after processing or making up in the United Kingdom. 
Imports of yarn spun abroad on commission for United 
Kingdom firms will also be considered on the basis 
of the conditions set out in (1) and (2) above. 

Separate applications for licences to import under 
paragraphs (1), (2) and (3) above should be made to the 
Import Licensing Department, Board of Trade, 189 Regent 
Street, London, W.1. Where any of the imports are intended 
for sale on the home market, the application should indicate 
the landed cost inclusive of import duty. 


Interim Index of Retail Prices 

The Ministry of Labour and National Service announce 
that at August 12 the official index figure, which measures 
changes in retail prices compared with the level of 100 at the 
base date, June 17, 1947, was 100, compared with 101 at 
July 15. 








Grey Utility Furniture 
Units Valid 


N pursuance of the Board of Trade policy of making 
[oertrred units valid at the earliest possible moment, the 

grey deferred units issued to Utility furniture permit 
holders during the six months ending September 30, became 
valid on October 1. This means that from October | 
retailers can accept brown, red, yellow and grey units. 

Retailers are reminded that the violet units are no longer 
valid as their period of validity expired on August 31 and the 
turquoise deferred units which are being issued from 
October 1 will not be valid until an announcement is made. 

It should be made clear that the validation of these units 
does not mean that the supply of all articles within the 
Utility furniture range is sufficient to meet all the demands 
of permit holders, and it may be some time before supplies 
of the more recent models and upholstered articles are 
adequate for that purpose. 

An order validating the grey units is being made. 

Whenever Utility furniture units are issued, half are in 
brown which can always be used immediately and the other 
half in some other colour which can only be used at some 
later date announced by the Board. 

Brown units continue to be usable immediately on issue. 
The position regarding other colours is as follows :— 

Violet were issued October 1945 to March 1946, became 
valid on March 1, 1947, and ceased to be valid from August 
31, 1947. 

Red were issued April to September 1946, and became 
valid on September 1, 1947. 

Yellow were issued October 1946 to March 1947 and 
became valid September 1, 1947. 

Grey were issued from April 1, 1947, to September 30, 
1947, and became valid on October 1, 1947. 

Turquoise will be issued from October 1, 1947, and will not 
be valid until some later date to be announced by the Board. 





Resale Price Maintenance 
Committee Appointed 


The President of the Board of Trade announced in the 
House of Commons on August 7 that he was appointing 
a committee under the chairmanship of Mr. G. H. Lloyd 
Jacob, K.C., to make a general enquiry into the practice 
of resale price maintenance. The members of the Committee 
will be :—

Mr. R. E. Yeabsley, C.B.E., F.C.A., F.S.A.A., Partner 
Hill Vellacott & Co., Chartered Accountants, and 
Accountant Adviser to Board of Trade. 

Mr. R.R.D. McIntosh and Mr. R.W. Gray, of the 
Board of Trade, will be joint secretaries. The Committee 
will be asked ‘‘ to consider the practice by which minimum 
wholesale and retail prices or margins for the resale of 
goods are fixed by producers and its effects on supply, 
destribution and consumption, and to report whether, in 
the light of present conditions and particularly of the need 
for the maximum economy and efficiency in the production 
and distribution of goods, any measures are desirable to 
prevent or regulate its continuance.” 

The Committee will not enquire into resale price main- 
tenance in the building materials trades since the problem 
is at present under consideration by the committee 
appointed by the Minister of Works to report on the 
Distribution of Building Materials.

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Issue of Footwear Repair 
Licences 


- 
N view of the desirability of saving Government staff and 

I releasing technical staff to industry and after discussions 
with the repair trade organizations, it has been decided to 

modify footwear repair licence conditions as from October 1, 

1947. 

Licences will henceforward be granted to applicants whose 
qualifications come within the following categories :— 
Having within the last five years 

(a) been working manager of footwear repair establishment 
for a period of not less than 18 months. 

(b) been awarded an advanced certificate of competency in 
shoe making and/or repairing by a recognized technical 
college, and having served not less than 12 months in a 
shoe repair business, 

(ec) completed the full course of training at a recognized 
Ministry of Labour Training Centre with a minimum of a 
further 9 months’ employment at a shoe repairing 
establishment. 

(d) been a benchman/finisher for not less than 2 years, 

(e) been a benchman for not less than 2 years, 6 months of 
which must have been as a benchman/finisher. 


Only in exceptional circumstances will any special treat- 
ment be accorded to licence applications, and applicants 
under 21 will only be licensed after special investigation. 

The responsibility of proving such qualifications will be 
upon the applicant, though the Board of Trade will be 
prepared to investigate cases where an applicant considers 
that anyone is withholding evidence which would entitle 
him to consideration. 

Applications will continue to be made to the Regional 
Office for the area in which it is proposed to trade. Appli- 
cants are warned not to enter into commitments until a 
licence has been granted. 

It should be noted that licences are not transferable from 
one person to another, or from one address to another, 
without the prior consent of the Board of Trade. 

Material supplies will continue, for the present quarter, 
to be allocated on the same basis as hitherto, but no under- 
taking can be g'ven that the leather content of the quota will 
remain at its present level of 75 per cent. of 4 ozs. per pair 
basic material. New businesses will be given a primary 
allocation of 156 Ibs. per quarter basic material. ‘‘ Basic 
Material ” consists of the leather percentage figure published 
by Leather Control] at the commencement of each quarter, 
plus the balance of unrationed materials (rubber sheeting, 
ete.). Applications for increased supplies will continue to 
be made to the Regional Office covering the area where the 
business is operating, and must be accompanied by an 
Accountant’s certified pairage return for the 3 months 
previous to the application.

ASTE-PAPER collections by Local Authorities 

during July reached 21,756 tons, the highest monthly 

total for three years, according to the latest Board 
of Trade salvage returns. 

July’s total gave an annual rate of 261,000 tons, which 
is 40,000 tons above last year’s worst-ever collection, and 
represents a contribution of 5-2 0z. of waste-paper per 
week per head of the country’s adult population. 

The Salvage Campaign target is to collect, through local 
authorities, 8 oz. per week per head. This will provide 
400,000 tons which, added to the average annual collection 
by merchants, will give the 800,000 tons a year needed 
to keep the United Kingdom paper-board mills working 
to capacity. 

In 1942, local authorities collected 433,000 tons of waste- 
paper, representing a yield of 8-7 0z. per week per head 
of the adult population. By 1946, collections by local 
authorities had fallen to 221,000 tons, representing 4:4 oz. 
per week per head. The position had worsened to such an 
extent that the board mills had to import waste-paper to 
keep going. 

The severe winter caused a further slump in collections. 
January’s (1947) total was at the rate of 4:1 0z. per week 
per head. February’s went down still further to 3 oz. 

But, since then, the Board of Trade has stepped-up the 
Salvage Campaign with country-wide drives and special 
collecting weeks. This is how collections of waste-paper 
by local authorities have improved month by month :—

While the tempo of the Salvage Campaign is, broadly, 
measured in terms of waste-paper collections (the most 
valuable item), local authorities are also being encouraged 
to step up collection of all 22 items in the list of salvageable 
materials. 


Household Waste Collections 


In addition to waste paper, the most important items of 
household salvage are textiles, bones and kitchen waste. 
A table is now being prepared each month from returns 
sent in by over 1,000 local authorities showing the total 
in cwt. of these four items collected county by county 
per 1,000 population. 

The ‘‘ Champion County ” in July was Radnorshire, 
with a collection of 101-7 cwt. per 1,000 of its population. 
This equals 46 *. per head per week. Merionethshire was 
runner-up with 52 ewt. per 1,000 (23 oz. per head per week).

Survey of Information on 


Radio Noise 


Satisfactory radio communication depends on_ there 
being a minimum strength of signal above the prevailing 
noise. The study of noise level and the limitation which 
it imposes on signal reception has received far less attention 
than the study of radio wave propagation, and lack of 
knowledge of the subject is retarding progress in many 
communication problems. The publication of a survey 
of the state of knowledge on the subject of radio noise is 
consequently of some importance. It is ‘‘ Radio Research 
Special Report No. 15—a Survey of existing information 
and data on Radio Noise over the Frequency Range 
1-30 Mc/s’’. It is published for the Department of Scientific 
and Industrial Research by H.M. Stationery Office, Kings- 
way, London, W.C.2 (price 3s., post free 3s.

FTER the continued increase of the preceding three 
A months, the tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade 

which entered United Kingdom ports with cargo 
was slightly checked in August. The figure of 4-20 million 
tons in that month, however, exceeds the monthly average 
for the first seven months of the year by about 900,000 tons. 
Similarly, there was a slight decrease in the figure of 
clearances with cargo at 2-28 million tons, which is above 
the monthly average for the seven months by over 400,000 
The daily averages of entrances and clearances 
during August amounted to 72 and 46 per cent., res- 
pectively, of the corresponding figures for the year 1938.

Shipments of coal for bunkering were 7 per cent. lower 
than in July, and, on a daily average basis, equalled only 
38 per cent. of the 1938 average. The total of oil fuel 
shipped for bunkering, although more than one-fifth below 
the record July figure, was 13 per cent. above the average 
for the first seven months of this year and 54 per cent. 
higher than the 1938 average. 


Nationality of Vessels 


Entrances with Cargo*: Entrances of British vessels 
in August (2,886,000 tons) were higher for the fourth 
consecutive month and were nearly 30 per cent. in excess 
of the monthly average for January to July. Foreign 
entrances (1,191,000 tons) were 11 per cent. less than in 
July, but 28 per cent. above the average for the first seven 
months of the year. The decline in foreign entrances 
compared with July was shared by most of the principal 
nationalities, the only noteworthy increase being in 
Norwegian tonnage (from 109,000 to 163,000 tons). [En 
trances of Panamanian tonnage were sharply reduced to 
38,000 tons from July’s peak figure of 73,000 tons, but were 
nevertheless higher than in any other month, with one 
exception, since the end of the war. These relatively high 
totals reflect the large tonnage of shipping now registered 
under the Panamanian flag. 


Clearances with Cargo*: Clearances of British vessels 
(1,655,000 tons) showed little change compared with July 
and were 23 per cent. higher than the monthly average 
for January to July. Clearances of foreign vessels (461,000 
tons) continued their upward trend and reached the highest 
figure since May, 1940. Belgian tonnage maintained the 
relatively high July level at 96,000 tons and, as in the 
preceding three months, occupied first place among the 
foreign nationalities, whilst Dutch clearances rose from 
68,000 tons in July to 82,000 tons in August. Swedish 
clearances, although rising from the low July figure of 20,000 
to 27,000 tons, were still under half the 1946 monthly 
average. 


Trading Areas 


Entrances with Cargo* from British countries (1,287,000 
tons) were 5 per cent. lower than in July but those from 
foreign countries rose for the fourth successive month 
and at 2,790,000 tons, were the highest since before the 
war. Entrances from Europe (Atlantic) and Western 
Mediterranean countries were higher than in any month 
since May, 1940. The East Africa, Persian Gulf and India 
area was the only important one from which entrances 
were below the monthly average for 1946. 


Clearances with Cargo* to British countries (846,000 
tons) were the highest since August 1940, while those to 
foreign countries (1,270,000 tons) were slightly lower than 
in July. Clearances to West Indies and Central America 
(Atlantic Coast) were the highest since before the war 
and to North America—Atlantic Coast and Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean countries the 
highest since mid-1940.

Port Areas : In the table below arrivals and departures of 
vessels in the foreign trade are grouped according to port 
areas. 

Arrivals with Cargo in August fell from the high July 
figures at several port areas, but further rises took place 
at’ East Channel ports, the East Coast of Scotland and 
Fishguard and North Wales. Tonnages in all three cases 
were the highest since 1939. 


Foreign Trade: Arrivals and Departures at Port Areas 
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Departures with Cargo were lower than in July from six 
areas but substantial increases were recorded from West 
Channel ports and Fishguard and North Wales. Tonnages 
for both East and West Channel ports were the highest 
since before the war. 


Definitions 


Certain of the terms used in this article require some further 
explanation. 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any 
port abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from 
one port to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has 
on board cargo shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom 
for discharge abroad, or passengers from or for a port outside the 
United Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coast- 
wise cargo and/or passengers from port to port in the United King- 
dom, or when moving between such ports without at the time having 
on board cargo or passengers from or for a port abroad. Thus the 
coastwise movement in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, 
having completed the discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad 
at one United Kingdom port, proceed coastwise to another port to 
load for the return voyage. 

(2) The cargo figures relate to vessels which actually load or unload 
merchandise (other than Government Stores), bullion, specie or mail 
(but not solely bunkers, ships’ stores or passengers). The ballast 
figures relate to all other vessels and include vessels loading or un- 
loading only Government Stores, i.e., for arrivals, goods returned 
from the Military, Naval and Air Forces abroad and captured enemy 
military equipment ; and for departures, goods shipped by a United 
Kingdom Government Department for the use of Government 
Forces abroad. 

(3) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed 
at each port.

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Export of Processed

S announced by the Minister of Food in the House 

of Commons on July 14, His Majesty’s Government 

has decided to relax existing restrictions on the 
export of certain manufactured foods such as beer, biscuits, 
chocolates, which are of very high money value in relation 
to the quantities of ingredients which they contain. The 
export of the processed foods on which a restriction was 
imposed in April 1946 may now, therefore, be resumed 
with the following exceptions :— 

Canned Beans. 

Cereal Products—i.e., flour, cereal filler, macaroni, 
semolina, etc., oat products. 

Dairy Products—i.e., butter, cheese, processed milk 
(evaporated dried whole, sweetened condensed, 
roller skim and spray skim). 

Dried Fruits—i.e., dates, figs, apples, apricots, raisins 
and currants, peaches, pears and prunes. 

Flour Mixtures. 

Glucose. 

Infant Foods (milk-based), 

Ice Cream Powder. 

Lentils (dry). 

Mincemeat. 

Soap. 





Exports of these commodities cannot be allowed until 
supply conditions improve. 

Exports of processed foodstuffs subject to allocation 
by the International Emergency Food Council will continue 
to be permitted only in so far as the United Kingdom 
has been nominated as a supplier of importing countries. 
The foods concerned are :— 

All Fats and Oils (including shortening and margarine). 

Processed Meat: Pickled, salted, smoked, canned and 
dehydrated. 

Dry Pulses; Dry Beans, Peas. 

Sugar and Molasses. 

Most foodstuffs continue to be subject to export licence 
and exports will be governed primarily by the current 
supply position of each commodity, while those earning 
hard currency will normally be given preference. All 
export licences are issued by the Board of Trade, and 
except where special arrangements for individual com- 
modities are made with the industries concerned, enquiries

Anti-Verm Residues for 
Disposal 


The Ministry of Supply has for disposal 410 tons of Anti- 
Verm residues located at Bridgwater, Somerset. 

These residues have arisen from dry cleaning plants 
engaged in the extraction of Anti-Verm from battledress, 
during the early part of the war. 

Anti-Verm is essentially 2:4 dichlorphenyl benzoyl 
chloramide, 


C, H,. CO. N Cl. C, H, Cle. 


This material is a pale yellow powder melting at about 
80° C. It is insoluble in water, but fairly readily soluble 
in the lower alcohols. 

By suitable treatment benzoic acid and 2 : 4 dichloraniline 
can be recovered from the residues. It is estimated that 
1 ton of Anti-Verm residues should yield 0-31 to 0-32 tons of 
benzoic acid and 0:41 to 0-42 tons of dichloraniline. The 
residues contain approximately 58 per cent. of the pure 
compound with a certain amount of water and a small 
quantity of wool and cotton fibres from the clothing.

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Supplies of Consumer Goods to the 
Home Civilian Market 


HE tables accompanying this article show in con- 

solidated form the statistics of civilian supplies of a 

variety of consumer goods which appear in the Board of 
Trade Journal from month to month. They include 
figures published since the issue of the last consolidated 
tables on May 3, as well as new figures which have become 
available during the past five weeks. On each table 
space is left for the entry of later figures as they are pub- 
lished. The first issue of the series was published in the 
Board of Trade Journal of October 27, 1945 and included 
annual figures for the war years 1940 to 1944 inclusive. 
These earlier figures have not been repeated here. 

The tables are given, as hitherto, in the form of annual 
rates, thus providing a consistent index of supply, since every 
figure within a particular series is directly comparable. For 
actual supplies during any particular month the figure given 
must be divided by 12; similarly quarterly figures must be 
divided by 4 and 2-monthly figures by 6 in order to arrive at 
the actual supplies for the period concerned ; figures for 
1945 or 1946 relate to actual total supplies during the year 
in question. 

Corresponding figures for a pre-war year have been 
included in the tables wherever the information is sufficient 
to ensure that the order of magnitude is right, but exact 
comparability between the pre-war and current figures 
should not be assumed for any table; the pre-war figures 
are frequently in less detail than those collected now and 
they may relate to goods of a different average quality. 


Index Numbers 

The index numbers, based on 1945, are prepared on two 
different principles to fit in with administrative require- 
ments. For the two clothing categories, viz. footwear and 
other clothing, the items are combined on the basis of their 
coupon value ; unrationed items are omitted, but the indices 


figures and definitions reference should be made to the 
earlier articles of October 27, 1945, May 4 and October 26, 
1946, and May 3, 1947. 


Revision of Certain Tables 


Table III (a) relating to hosiery under- and outer-wear 
has been revised, the figures now including garments made 
up from all types of knitted fabrics by firms in the hosiery 
industry, but not such garments made up in the clothing 
(making-up) industry. In Table III (b) figures relating 
to men’s and youths’ half-hose and stockings have been 
revised for the years 1945 and 1946 so as to include golf 
stockings, hitherto omitted, but now included in the 
two-monthly returns. 

A new table for hollow-ware (Table X VII) has also been 
prepared separating aluminium from other types of kettles 
and saucepans; it has also been expanded to include 
two new items, viz. buckets and aluminium frying pans. 


Additional Figures 


Additional figures in this issue relate to the month 
of July or to longer periods ending in June or July. Supplies 
of the principal items in July show little or no change 
compared with June, the longer month being offset by 
the beginning of summer holidays. Compared with July 
1946 deliveries are substantially greater except for utility 
furniture, the adjusted unit value for which is down by 
8 per cent.,and tobacco (25 per cent. less), the result of

The Fish (Control and Maximum Prices) Order, 1947, 
does not expressly prescribe a separate maximum first-hand 
price for skinned and headed catfish. ‘The Ministry is 
prepared to license on application a special maximum 
first-hand price of 8s. 3d. per stone for imported skinned 
and headed catfish. An addition of 8d. per stone to the 
special maximum first-hand price will be authorized, where 
the importer is a wholesaler, in respect of boxing, icing 
and placing on rail, ship or road vehicle where the first- 
hand seller performs these services.

Petrol Rations for Civil Aviation: The issue of basic 
petrol ration coupons for privately-owned aircraft ceased 
on October 1, 1947. Petrol obtained against coupons 
before that date must not be used after November 30 
except for purposes for which a supplementary allowance 
has been granted. 

As from the same date, allowances made for the following 
purposes were reduced by 10 per cent. :— 

Privately owned aircraft used for business purposes ; 
Charter and taxi aircraft ; 
Aircraft used by Flying Schools. 

A number of enquiries have been received regarding the 
use of alternative fuels (liquid and gaseous). All of these, 
however, would appear to involve the use, either directly 
or indirectly, of materials. or products which are already 
in short supply and for which there is an industrial or 
essential domestic demand. Their use for unessential 
motoring purposes could not therefore be permitted. The 
position is being examined and a statement will be issued 
shortly.

Travel Restrictions Withdrawn: The Treasury announce 
that the restrictions recently announced as applicable from 
October 1 on travel by non-British means of transport are 
being withdrawn. United Kingdom residents will continue 
to be able to buy return passages to their destinations by 
the normal direct route, irrespective of the ‘‘ flag’’ of the 
means of transport and of the object of their journey, 
provided they pay in sterling to an agency in the United 
Kingdom. No foreign exchange for use outside the scheduled 
territories (the sterling area) will be issued except for 
approved purposes. The Treasury repeat the request of 
the Government to all citizens to refrain from unnecessary 
travel abroad during the present critical months.

Iron and Steel Control: The Minister of Supply has 
made the Control of Iron and Steel (No. 60) (Scrap) Order, 
the Control of Iron and Steel (No. 61) Order and the 
Control of Bolts, Nuts, Screws, etc. (No. 14) Order, which 
came into force on October 1, 1947. 

The Orders increase maximum prices for scrap iron and 
steel and most iron and _ steel products consequent 
upon the increases in freight rates and in the prices of coal 
and coke.

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BRITISH STANDARDS 


New Draft Codes of Practice : Three new draft codes have 
been issued by the Codes of Practice Committee for com- 
ment. Prepared by committees convened by the Institu- 
tion of Municipal Engineers, they are :— 


301-101 Excavation for drainage work. 
301-104 Manholes. 
302-200 Cesspools. 

Draft Code 301-101 deals with excavation for drains, 
private sewers and associated works. The works described 
are limited to those likely to be met with in connection with 
dwelling houses and schools and are restricted to the laying 
of pipes up to 12 in. diameter. 

Full information is given regarding the investigation to be 
made as to soil, the location of other services, way leaves, 
the disturbance and re-instatement of surfaces. 

The draft code contains an extensive glossary of terms 
used in excavation work and timbering. Advice is given on 
methods of excavation and appropriate forms of timbering 
support in relation to the nature of the ground, the laying 
of pipes, and the filling of trenches. Notes are also given 
on traffic control and the precautions to be taken as regards 
blasting. 

Draft Code 301-104 deals with the design and construction 
of manholes, inspection of chambers, lampholes, rodding 
eyes, and other means of access to foul and surface water 
drains and sewers. The subject is dealt with extensively 
and the draft code gives guidance on the location and size of 
manholes and information concerning their construction in 
brickwork, concrete and precast concrete sections. 

Draft Code 302-200 deals with the storage of foul water 
by means of a cesspool, and the subsequent removal for 
treatment and disposal of the contents of the cesspool. 

The legal requirements to be observed in connection with 
this project, and various factors to be taken into account in 
the selection of the site for a cesspool are set out in the draft 
code. Particulars are given regarding the method of 
construction and emptying of cesspools, also details of 
formulae for determining limits of their capacity. 

The draft code deals in detail only with the impervious 
cesspool as other types are not recommended.

Fraction-defective Charts for Quality Control (B.S. 1313) 
The steady increase in the use of quality control as a means 
for maintaining a desired quality in production has been 
fostered by the British Standards Institution, together with 
the professional engineering institutions, as quality control 
is of great importance in the preparation of specifications 
and in some cases forms the only satisfactory basis for 
specifications. An increasing number of British Standards 
refer to quality control in acceptance clauses. <A need has, 
therefore, arisen for books describing all the available 
methods of quality control, but doing so without serious 
reference to mathematics or to statistical principles, and 
written in a practical form. The first of these new publica- 
tions is B.S.1313, which describes the simplest and cheapest 
form of quality control, by the examination of the fraction- 
defective in samples; it sets out accepted methods which 
are easy to use and can satisfactorily and profitably replace 
100 per cent. examination. It shows in this standard that 
these methods are of wide application, not only in factories 
but also in stores, or even shops and offices. 

After a brief explanation of the principles of quality 
control, simple instructions for the construction and use of 
the first control chart are given in section 1. This is 
followed by section 2 which deals with the methods in more 
detail, describing the basis of fraction-defective charts and 
giving detailed recommendations for sample size and sample 
interval, normal control limits and control limits based on a 
given standard, together with practical suggestions. 
Section 3 introduces refinements in the operation of control 
charts, such as the uses of average level of defectives, two- 
way control charts and compressed-limit control charts. 

Every method described in the standard is covered by one 
or more examples from actual practice and reproductions of 
many actual control charts are given.

‘ Test for Protective Schemes Embracing certain Stoving 
Paints: The British Standards Institution has recently 
published a provisional British Standard for Performance 
test for protective schemes embracing stoving paints used 
for the protection of light-gauge steel and wrought iron 
against corrosion, B.S.1391. 

This provisional specification provides the method of 
testing the performance of protective schemes under 
corrosive conditions to determine whether a desired standard 
is reached. The scope is at present limited to protective 
schemes in which a stoved paint finish is applied over metal- 
coated and/or phosphated steel, and is concerned with such 
schemes up to and including the first coat of paint. 

The test is made on special test specimens, or in a 
modified form on the actual articles, and provision is made 
that the test specimens shall be subjected to a standard 
form of damage before they undergo test. 

Details are included of the preparation of the test speci- 
mens, the method of conducting the test, and the standard 
of performance required. 

The specification has deliberately been made provisional, 
and its issue is intended to lead to the accumulation of 
experience as to its applicability. 

It is proposed to issue a questionnaire within twelve 
months, requesting those who have had occasion to use the 
test to give information regarding their experience. Users 
who may feel able to collaborate in this way are requested to 
communicate with the British Standards Institution.

Trade Position and Market Prospects 
in British West Indies

N the course of an article on the ‘‘ Outlook for British 

Trade with the British West Indies,’’ published in 

this series last year (see the Board of Trade Journal 
of September 28, 1946) it was stated that in 1938 there 
were indications that certain markets were overstocked, 
but that because of plentiful stocks it was possible to 
meet increased demands for consumer goods during the 
first years of the war. 

Once again there is evidence of overstocking which, 
although not alarming, has created concern. Some of the 
causes appear to be the arrival simultaneously and some- 
times unexpectedly of goods from various sources, placing 
of orders for quantities in excess of those actually required, 
and off-loading by some supplying countries. This state 
of affairs does not apply to all markets or to all classes of 
consumer goods. 

Trinidad is probably the market most seriously affected, 
and piece-goods, particularly rayon, and household small 
hardware, the items mainly concerned. 

Almost overnight Trinidad, and to a lesser extent, 
Barbados and British Guiana have turned from sellers’ 
to buyers’ markets for consumer goods. One effect has 
been that some importers in Trinidad at any rate, have 
experienced heavy strain on their resources, but this 
should not cause undue alarm or a loss of confidence in 
the market, for there is little doubt that the well-established 
firms under capable management will weather the storm. 
It may mean, however, that some of the smaller firms who 
during the past five years have been direct —_— will 
return to the wholesaler for supplies. 


Shortage of Consumer & Capital Goods 


There are still shortages of such consumer goods as 
crockery, glassware, refrigerators and electric cookers. 
Fair numbers of United Kingdom motor vehicles have 
come forward in the last twelve months; most of these 
which came to Trinidad are of low horse-power, up to 
14 h.p., and they have been readily taken up. There is, 
however, an unsatisfied demand for more powerful cars 
of modern design which has not hitherto been catered for 
by United Kingdom makers. 

There are complaints from some quarters that prices 
are high and there is a feeling that when import restrictions 
are lifted, this may seriously affect the chances of 
recovering markets lost during the war years. 

Capital goods continue to be in short supply and the 
scarcity, which is acute, of building supplies, such as 
fabricated steelwork, reinforcing materials, metal windows, 
nails, plumbers’ supplies, sanitary fittings, etc., is retarding 
important development work. 

Increased Cost of Living: Increases in the cost of living 
have been given prominence, and efforts to stop the 
upward trend and indeed to bring about reductions have 
been made in the various Colonies. 

Certain Governments appointed investigating com- 
mittees, and recommendations have included reduced 
margins of profit under price control regulations and the 
maintenance of or even increased subsidization of 
foodstuffs. 

The view has been expressed in some quarters, however, 
that while the latter might give temporary relief, some- 
times very small, it is a costly measure which some Colonies 
cannot afford. Agreements exist between organized 
workers and employers, providing for wage adjustments 
with fluctuations in the official cost of living indices. In 
general there has not been any lowering of the purchasing 
power of the people; indeed there appears to be a more 
even distribution of money in circulation and a more 
general demand for consumer goods. 

The closing of the British Naval Base in Trinidad, the 
disbanding of the British Military units in the West Indies 
and the reduction in the number of civilians employed in 


the United States Bases in Trinidad, which until recently 
was about 6,000, may have some effect on purchasing 
power, although it is probable that eventually most of 
the men will be absorbed in agriculture or other industries 
where wages are higher than pre-war. 

Local Industries: Attention continues to be given to the 
establishment of local industries. Committees have been 
appointed in certain of the Colonies to investigate the 
possibilities and there is some likelihood of others following 
the example. 

A Bill has been approved by the Trinidad Legislature, 
which provides for income tax relief to encourage capital 
expenditure in certain industries and the erection of 
workers’ dwellings. Loans from Colonial Development 
and Welfare Funds are being granted to assist local 
industries. During the past year the public have had the 
opportunity of subscribing to a company registered in 
Trinidad to operate a glass bottle making plant, a paper 
mill and a brewery. 

In general, the prospects in the territory are good and 
for the next few years there should be a steady demand for 
consumer and capital goods. 


Exports 


The value of the domestic export trade of the area 
continued to rise as will be seen from the following table :—

~ The encouraging rise in British Guiana was due to 
increased exports of bauxite (376,368 tons), balata (485,394 
Ibs.), rum (just over 1,000,000 gallons) and rice (12,911 


tons). 
Increased exports from Trinidad were gas oil (5,797,842 
gallons), kerosene (nearly 56,500,000 gallons), sugar 


(553,970 cwts.) and asphalt (62,256 tons). 

There was little variation in the destination of exports ; 
the United Kingdom continued to be the best customer, 
taking 44-0 per cent., Canada ranking second with 19-9 per 
cent. and the rest of the Empire third with 12-0 per cent. 


Imports 

In the article referred to in our opening paragraph, it 
was stated that prior to the war there was a steady rise 
in the value of imports, and that the trade in 1945 was 
estimated to be worth just under £26,900,000. The actual 
figure was £26,845,188, and as shown in the following 
statement, there were marked increases in the value of 
the import trade of all parts of the territory.

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Up to 1940 the United Kingdom held the lead among 
supplying countries, in that year securing 33-2 per cent. 
of the total import trade of the area. In 1940, the United 
States ranked second with 23-5 per cent. and Canada 
third with 22-5 per cent. During the next five years, the 
United Kingdom took third place to Canada and the 
United States. In 1946, however, the United Kingdom 
made a remarkable recovery obtaining 26-8 per cent. 
and thus taking second place only to Canada who secured 
35 per cent. The United States went into third place 
with 19-1 per cent. 

The increases in imports for the first three months of 
1947 have been striking. During this quarter the total 
value of imports was £6,112,813, which is almost equal 
to that of the first six months of 1946 and only £1} million 
less than the total for 1938. Although this increase is 
partly accounted for by higher prices, a greater volume 
has also been received, as will be seen from the examples 
given in the following table :—

For the first time since 1940, the United Kingdom 
headed the list of supplying countries with 28-4 per cent., 
Canada taking second place with 26-8 per cent. and the 
United States third with 25 per cent. 

Trinidad, Barbados and Bermuda have _ substantial 
adverse visible trade balances, which might give rise to 
misgivings. Fortunately these Colonies have, as indeed 
have most other Colonies in the area, a valuable asset 





which does attract an invisible export in the form of 


tourist trade. It is estimated that this was worth approxi- 
mately £1}? million to Bermuda in 1946 and if the present 
travel figures are maintained in 1947, it may reach £3 million. 
It is estimated that pre-war the tourist trade was worth 
about £250,000 a year to Trinidad and Tobago ;_ no official 
estimates have been given since the war, but well informed 
circles believe that the pre-war figure was reached in 1946 
and will be exceeded in 1947. The fact that there have 
been vast improvements in shipping services from North 
America provides good ground for this optimism. 


Transport Facilities 


The Alcoa Steamship Co. who now operate a regular 
freight and passenger service between Montreal, New 
York, other North American ports and Bermuda (south 
bound only), the West Indies and British Guiana, have 
put into service three new vessels with air conditioned 
cabins and saloons, each capable of carrying 98 first-class 
passengers. Other American companies, such as the Delta 
Line and Moore McCormack have passenger and freight 
vessels calling at Trinidad. 

Canadian National Steamships, who prior to the war 
operated the popular ‘‘ Lady” boat service to all the 
islands and British Guiana, have put three new vessels on 
the run, each capable of taking 12 first-class passengers 
and 7,000 tons of freight. It is expected that in the near 
future two of the ‘‘ Lady ”’ liners will be re-introduced, 
each capable of taking 5,000 tons of freight, one with 
capacity for 124 first-class passengers and the other, 
125 first-class and, mainly for inter-island traffic, second- 
class and deck passengers. 

The Royal Netherlands Steamship Co. have two 
passenger/freight vessels running monthly between 
Amsterdam and Trinidad calling at a United Kingdom 
port on the outward and homeward journeys for the 
convenience of passengers, while regular freight services 
are operated by the company between North America 
and Gulf ports. At present there is no regular passenger 
service between the United Kingdom and the. British 
West Indies. One British Company, T. & J. Harrison, 
who for many years have given an excellent freight service 
through all the British West Indies, continue to operate 
regularly. Elders & Fyffes, Ltd. have one passenger vessel 
calling at Trinidad on its outward voyage to Jamaica. 
It is hoped that the recommendations of various com- 
mittees which have considered the shipping needs of the 
territory will bring about an adequate British passenger 
service. 

The Colonies are now well served by air transport. 
British West India Airways operate regular and frequent 
passenger services between Trinidad, Barbados, Grenada, 
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St. Lucia, St. Kitts, Antigua, Jamaica and British Guiana. 

British South American Airways now have a regular 
transatlantic service to Trinidad, Jamaica and Bermuda. 

?an American Airways and K.L.M. also have trans- 
atlantic services with connections to Trinidad and other 
parts of the area, and these and other companies also 
operate lines between Trinidad and North and South 
America. There is some possibility of a Canadian company 
running an air service to Bermuda and the West Indies. 

Good air mail and express freight services at reasonable 
rates are now available to and from the United Kingdom. 
Mail is now delivered in the fourth day from posting in 
Great Britain. Because of many instances of under- 
stamping, which are irritating and expensive, it is necessary 
to stress that great care should be taken to see that air 
mail is correctly stamped. The letter rate is 1s. 3d. per 
half-ounce, and details of air express freight rates can be 
obtained from the various companies. 

Each island of the British West Indies and British 
Guiana, but not Bermuda, is linked one with the other by 
radio telephone operated by Cable and Wireless, Ltd., who 
in conjunction with the local telephone systems, provide a 
telephone service between the United Kingdom, the 
British West Indies, British Guiana and Bermuda, the rate 
being £1 a minute with a minimum charge of £3. It is 
expected that this will shortly be extended to certain 
Juropean countries. Trinidad and Bermuda have telephone 
links with the United States and all other colonies in the 
territory are linked with Canada. 


Agency Representation 


A final word of caution. There is evidence that some 
United Kingdom firms who, because they have agents in 
Trinidad, are under the mistaken impression that they 
are efficiently represented in the British West Indies. 
There are, of course, agents who have organizations 
covering the islands and British Guiana, but there are 
others who claim to be able to give such representation, 
but who never move beyond the shores of the Colony in 
which they reside. It should also be remembered that 
British Guiana and Bermuda are not parts of the British 
West Indies and there are few agents resident in say, 
Trinidad or Barbados, whose organizations cover the two 
Colonies mentioned. Similarly, it should not be assumed, 
as sometimes appears to be the case, that an agent in 
New York can cover the West Indies or Bermuda merely 
because he happens to be in the Western Hemisphere. 
Representation should therefore be granted only after the 
fullest enquiries. 





Visits of Auditors to Germany 


Arrangements have been made with the Control Com- 
mission for Germany (British Element) for British auditors 
and auditors from United Nations and neutral countries 
to visit the British Zone of Germany and the British 
Sector of Berlin for the purpose of auditing the accounts of 
German firms which are subsidiaries of firms in or are 
owned by nationals of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, United Nations or neutral countries. 

Auditors who wish to visit Germany for this purpose 
should apply in the first instance direct to the Board of 
Trade (German Division), I.C. House, Millbank, London, 
S.W.1, for the necessary application forms. 

At present these arrangements apply only to temporary 
visits by auditors to carry out the specific tasks in the 
British Zone and in the British Sector of Berlin in respect 
of which the entry permit is requested. They do not 
cover prolonged or permanent visits nor do they extend 
at present, to visits by auditors to any part of Germany 
outside the British Zone or the British Sector of Berlin. 
Further announcements will be made in the Board of 
Trade Journal if and when this scheme is extended.

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Canadian Price Control 


HE Canadian Minister of Finance recently announced 

that the majority of goods and services remaining under 

price ceiling would be removed from control effective 
September 15, 1947. 

The principal items remaining under control after that 
date are as follows: sugar and edible molasses ; meat and 
meat products; dried imported fruits (currants, raisins, 
prunes) ; the more important oils and fats, both edible and 
inedible, except corn and olive oil; soap and soap based 
detergents of all kinds except shampoos, shaving creams, 
dentifrices, paste hand cleaners, soft soaps, liquid soaps 
and dry cleaners’ soaps; wheat; coarse grains, whole or 
ground ; used bags; flaxseed ; rapeseed ; sunflower seed ; 
iron and steel in primary forms; primary and secondary 
tin and alloys containing more than 95 per cent. tin. 

The principal groups of goods removed from control 
include: flour; bread; peas; beans; prepared cereal 
products; corn and corn products; canned goods; all 
cotton, jute, sisal and synthetic fibres ; textiles and clothing ; 
agricultural implements ; lumber and building products ; 
nails, wire and fencing; household heating equipment ; 
hides and leather ; wood pulp. 

Prices Board controls relating to transportation, ware- 
housing and storage rates are also withdrawn. 

All subsidies on decontrolled items are withdrawn. These 
include domestic subsidies on flour, and the import sub- 
sidies on cotton, hides and leather, corn and soya beans. 

At the same time most of the supply and distribution 
orders covering the items decontrolled are also revoked. 
These include: limitations on the quantity of flour which 
could be supplied from any mill to the domestic market ; 
requirement respecting price tags and labelling; the 
standardization of packaging; restrictions on the weight 
and type of book, writing and speciality papers ; the canning 
of pork and beans; the control on the varieties, types and 
qualities of paper products which could be manufactured ; 
the limitation on the varieties of bakery products and the 
prohibition on the sale of sliced bread. 

A copy of Wartime Prices and Trade Board Order No. 
757, which revokes Order No. 737 (see Board of Trade 
Journal, July 5, 1947, page 1145) and gives a list of the 
goods and services which remain subject to price control 
and a copy of an amendment to the Statement of Policy on 
Import Subsidies issued by the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board, effective June 2, 1947, may be seen by persons 
interested at the Export Promotion Department of the 
Board of Trade, 35 Old Queen Street, London, S.W.1. 


Prohibited Imports: H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner 
at Ottawa has forwarded a copy of Memorandum Series D, 
No. 13, P.1.38 Supplement No. 1 dated August 18, 1947, 
issued by the Department of National Revenue, which 
states that coffee, green (Tariff item 28 and 29) is deleted 
from the products enumerated in Memorandum Series D, 
No. 13, P.1.3 (see Board of Trade Journal, June 21, 1947, 
page 1045) and, consequently, is no longer prohibited 
importation. 





Burma Exchange Control 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of Circular 
No. 25 dated August 7, 1947, issued by the Exchange 
Control Department of the Government of Burma 
which draws attention to the fact that under provisions of 
the Foreign Exchange Regulation Act, 1947, there is no 
longer any freedom of transactions in sterling area cur- 
rencies and securities expressed payable in sterling area 
currencies. 

The circular states, inter alia, that proceeds of consign- 
ment goods, agency services, ships’ disbursements, freight 
and other normal trade payments and remittance of profits 
by companies trading in Burma to partners or shareholders 
in sterling area countries may be allowed by banks if the 
amount does not exceed £100. Remittance in excess of this 
limit will require the prior approval of the Control. 

Similarly the remittance of insurance premium collections 
or of amounts in payment of reinsurance treaty premia or 
in settlement of claims in excess of £100 require the approval 
of the Control. Transfer of surplus funds by the branches 
in Burma of overseas insurance companies will not be 
permitted.

TTENTION is drawn to the Polish Decree of March 8, 
1946, relating to abandoned property and property 
previously owned by the Germans. 

Under this Decree the following types of movable and 
immovable property are regarded as abandoned :— 

Property belonging to persons who through the war 
lost possession of such property and have not yet 
reeovered it. 

Property voluntarily transferred, if the transfer was 
made with the object of preserving the property from loss 
through the war or the occupation. 

Property lost as the result of forced agreement with 
the occupation authorities. 

Property confiscated by the occupying authority. 
The provisions of the Decree do not override those of the 

Polish Nationalization or land reform Decrees, nor any 
other legislation under which the State can expropriate 
property. 

Application under this Decree for the restoration of 
abandoned property should be made before December 31, 
1947, through a Polish lawyer, to the Central Office of 
Liquidation, ul Poludniowa, Lodz, or to the district offices 
under whose administration such property has been placed. 
If the person who lost possession of the property is dead or 
absent, application for restitution may be made by his 
relatives in the direct line, his brothers, sisters or spouse. 

The right to enter into possession may be granted on the 
production of reasonable proof ; it will be necessary, how- 
ever, to establish title to the property at a later date. 
Should application to the Office of Liquidation to obtain 
possession fail, proceedings may be brought before the 
Court of Common Pleas in the locality in which the property 
is situated. The proceedings are governed by special rules 
set out in the Decree. 

In addition to the kinds of property set out above, 
leasehold interest in premises, where such premises are part 
of an industrial or commercial undertaking, may be restored 
under this Decree. 

The names of lawyers who are prepared to act in the sub- 
mission of claims for restitution to the appropriate Polish 
authorities can be obtained from Trading with the Enemy 
Department, 7 Crosby Square, London, E.C.3, where also a 
translation of the Decree may be seen. (Telephone : Avenue

A PROUD RECORD 





MR. J. E. V. JOBSON’S STATEMENT 


The twenty-cighth annual general meeting of Qualcast, Ltd., 
was held on September 30, at the Midland Hotel, Derby, Mr. J. E. V 
Jonson (chairman and managing director) presiding. 

The Secretary (Mr. E. J. Appleby) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the representative of the auditors, Messrs. R. J. 
Weston & Co., read the report of his firm. 

The following is the Chairman’s statement, which had been 
circulated with the report and accounts for the year ended June 30, 
1947, and was taken as read :— 

Ladies and Gentlemen,—I make no apology whatever for intro- 
ducing my remarks by drawing your attention to the profit earned 
by our group of companies for the year ended June 30, 1947. At 
£261,140 it is a record in our history, and one of which your directors 
are proud—firstly, because it has been earned in free and open 
competition, none of our products being sold under any price arrange- 
ment schemes; secondly, because it is a measure of the services 
we have rendered to our customers, who buy from us voluntarily 
and would not do so unless we offered goods and services which were 
value for-money; and thirdly, because we have operated during 
last year at a lower percentage profit than we obtained in our last 
pre-war year. 


DIVIDEND OF 60 PER CENT. 

In view of this achievement by our group, your directors consider 
it only just that our shareholders should receive some increase in 
their return, and we recommend a final dividend on the Ordinary 
shares of 40 per cent., less tax, making 60 per cent. for the year. 

I say without any hesitation that had we been able to operate 
as we had planned, we could have been content with a still lower 
percentage of profit and have had a still more satisfactory result, 
but we have never been able to see our long-range plans maturing 
at even approximately the dates at which they were due, nor have 
we been able to operate our production schedules satisfactorily 
owing to shortages of materials. One illustration will suffice—the 
fuel crisis cost us as near as we can estimate £35,000, which of course 
has to be paid for by the purchasers of our goods. 


TAXATION 
You will note this year it is £159,880 on the group (an increase 
of £53,920) or 12s. 10d. in the £ on our profits, and when I tell you 
that rates, taxes and national insurance represent 12-3 per cent. 
of our manufacturing costs, I am sure you will agree that it is an 
intolerable burden, to say nothing of purchase tax, which is a still 
further handicap.

You will note an increase of £136,820 in our stocks. Frankly, 
this is too much, but there is nothing we can do about it, as owing 


to shortages all round our stocks are unbalanced. In the meantime, 
of course, we have to bear interest charges in our costs, which we 
should not have in a free market. 


LIQUID POSITION 
The liquid position of our group is sound. Current assets are 
£773,870, of which £475,049 is in cash, debtors and tax reserve 
certificates. 


PLANT 
No plant appears in the parent company’s balance-sheet at a 
greater financial life than 10 years. This, I am sure, you will agree 
is a wise financial policy. 


OUTPUT 
Output of the group as a whole is up 63 per cent. on last year. 
An interesting item is the fact that the output in volume of our 
lawn mower sections is up 31 per cent. on pre-war. 


EXPORT 

We must divide this picture into two parts, castings and lawn 
mowers, 

Our castings, of course, are supplied to the automobile and like 
industries, and we can give no definite figure other than to say that 
our percentage should be approximately the percentage of export 
done by these trades. 

As regards lawn mowers, however, we can proudly say that the 
Qualcast group, according to the Board of Trade figures, did 49-9 per 
cent. by value of the export business of England in lawn mowers 
during our financial year. 


FIVE-DAY WEEK 

A careful comparison of our costs before and after the introduction 
of the five-day week, after eliminating our main raw material so as 
to arrive at our fabricating costs, and taken over four-week periods 
in both cases, with as near as possible like volume of output, shows 
in our foundries an increase of 4-8 per cent. This must in no case 
be taken as representing a slackening of effort on the part of our 
people, whom one and all, I believe, have done their best to help 
make it a success, but it is just one of those things which occur, and 
which the theorist ignores. 


AMENITIES 
We have lately purchased a sports field of 12 acres for the use of 
our employees. This is in process of development, and inter- 
company matches in football, cricket and indoor sports are in full 
swing. 


THE FUTURE 

Last year I used the phrase ‘‘ unrepentant industrialists’ when 
referring to your directors, and I will repeat it this year, because 
there is no need to alter it if we are going to do our jobs and see that 
those making their living in the Qualcast organization are enabled 
to make an adequate one. It is hard in these times when making 4 
public statement such as a chairman’s speech to avoid politics, and 
I am not going to attempt to do so, because the whole life of this 
country, the jobs at which we are all individually earning our living, 
and the amount of food and leisure we are allowed to enjoy, are all 
to-day affected by the commercially unsound ideologies which are 
being thrust upon us. Early in this year I was asked by a high 
official in the trades union world what I thought would happen to 
this country, and I said I foresaw that next winter (1947-48) we 
should be cold and hungry, and have a great deal of unemployment. 
Well, winter is approaching, and I do not think I shall be far wrong. 

I am not in any way a pessimist, and I firmly believe that this 
country will pull through. At the moment England is sick, but 
there is such a great fund of common/sense in the English character 
that I am certain that like a family of whom one member is desper- 
ately ill and making no progress, they will change their doctor.

When all is said and done, England and the Commonwealth were not 
made great so much by the politicians as by the trained business men 
who took the risks, and paid for their mistakes out of their own 
pockets. One of our Cabinet Ministers is alleged to have said, 
“Incentives are bunk.” Well, as an industrialist, I say he either 
does not know what he is talking about or is deliberately misleading 
the people. I can see no hope for this country under the present 
Government. One reason for Qualcast’s success is that your 
directors are ideologists, but each with a lifetime’s practical experience 
oftheir job. Which of our Cabinet, our country’s Board of Directors, 
has any experience of industry as a whole, and has been responsible 
for making an article for resale and had the responsibility of a large 
wage bill to find every week, with the ever-present knowledge that 
ifhis judgment were wrong he would pay for it out of his own pocket ? 


BRITISH WORKMAN SECOND TO NONE 

The British workman is still a proud craftsman, in my opinion 
second to none in the world, and if he is properly fed and can see his 
family properly fed, and if he is properly led, he will not fail to work 
allout. If well nourished, we can again lead the world to recovery, 
but at present our people have very little to work for. 

As regards our own future, I am not going to prophesy in any 
detail, but I can tell you that our July figures for 1947 are well ahead 
f July 1946, in every respect, and if we are left alone to do our job 
as we understand it, the future is by no means unrosy. It is fashion- 
ible in these days of ‘‘ planning ” to attack free enterprise, but it is 
well to remember that it gave the majority of the people of this 
nation the highest standard of living they have ever enjoyed, and 
what was in many ways the highest in any country in the world. 


TRIBUTE TO COLLEAGUES 

I cannot close these remarks without paying a tribute to all our 
staff and employees, labourers, moulders, pattern makers, machinists, 
warehousemen, managers and directors, for the unfailing support 
they have given to your Board in the difficult times we have gone 
through. I never wish for a finer team to lead, and given the same 
co-operation in the future, I personally do not fear it. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted and the 
lividends as recommended were approved. 

The retiring director, Major R. A. Briggs, was re-elected ; and the 
auditors, Messrs. R. J. Weston & Co., having been re-appointed, the 
proceedings terminated.

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Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes 


United States of America 

Import Duties on Scrap Metal:—The Board of Trade have 
received a copy of an Act which has the effect of re- 
imposing, on and after July 1, 1948, the collection of 
import duties under the Tariff Act or under Section 3425 
of the Internal Revenue Code on imports of scrap iron, 
scrap steel, or non-ferrous metal scrap. The collection 
of these duties was suspended in March 1942. (See Board 
of Trade Journal of May 2, 1942, page 235.) 

Invoices for Articles Containing Copper: A United States 
Treasury Decision (T.D. 51726) published on August 7, 
1947, indicates that with the suspension of the excise tax 
on copper, other than copper sulphate, until March 31, 
1949, the following additional information will no longer 
be required on customs invoices for articles containing 
copper, other than copper sulphate :— 

The percentage of copper content by weight or, in the 
alternative, whichever of the following statements is 
applicable :— 

(1) For the purpose of assessment of tax under I.R.C. 
Sec. 3425, it is conceded that copper is the component 
material of chief value in the articles covered by this 
invoice. 

Copper is not the component material of chief value 
of the articles covered by this invoice, but for the 
purpose of assessment of tax under I.R.C. Sec. 3425, 
it is conceded that they contain 4 per centum or more 
of copper by weight.

Exemption from Import Duty : The India, Trade Journal 
of July 31 contains a copy of Notification No. 17 Customs. 
dated July 19, 1947, issued by the Government of India in 
the Finance Department (Revenue Division), which pro- 
vides that transplanters imported into India to be used for 
agricultural purposes in transplanting seedlings and young 
plants shall be exempt from Customs Duty.
